Turning to the South, we find & larger num-
ber of complaints, The recent rains along the
Atlantic senboard have caussd much grum-
biing. It is said (hat the rains for weeks
lmut iu the lower portl ms of South Carolina
ave been almost unprecedented for volume
of water and destructive capacity. Durin
the gecond week in Seplember large quanti-
ties of rain fell along the whole const from
North Curoliia to Florida, and west to
Avgusta, At Charleston it was estimated
thnt the cotton crop would be redoced one-
third, and that the rice crop wonld be almost
ruined in some sectlons by freshets, Later
reports partially confirn these gloomy anti-
cipations, The receipts of cotton at the Atlan-
Ho pofis show a falling off, and the stouk on
haud at ahif:ping places is lower than at the
same time last year,

The reports from the Mississippl Valley
have recently been of the same unfavorable
character. The cotton orep in Missisaippi,
Arkansag, and Tennesses is gaid to have suf-
fered from the wormi. Then the yellow faver
along the Lower Mississippl and on the Gulf
had retarded the wmovement of the orop to
market. Then it was reported that equinoo-
tial weather had sppeared unusunally sarly in
Lounisinna, and it was feared that between the
worm and the comiog frost there would be &
vongiderable loss of cotton. From Texas the
Intest despaiches say that the corn crop will
be large, and in some gections enormouns.
But the cotton erop of the State is expsoted
not to realize over one-third, and it is thought
that there will not be over fifty or sixty
thousand bales for shipment from the Gualf,

The tone of most of these despatohes might
lead the public to suspect that they were set
atloat by the stockjobbers and speoulators.
Accepting a portion of them from the South
and West as correct, it should not be forgotten
that the breadth of land planted this year is
much larger than lsst, and that over the
greater portion of the conntry the weather
bas beeén favorable for the farmers. The
cotton erop, however much injured it may
have been in some localities, now pro-
miges to be very nearly as Inrge as last year,
though, pl't'}.mp.-l, we may not have so much
for export, The decrease this year, esti-
mated variously at from 180,000 to 500,000
bales, is mot likely to aflect very seriously
the markets of the world. To make up for
this deficiency our careal orops are, in the
aggregate, muoh larger than osual, and they
will probably more than ocover our anti-
cipated lorses on cotton, sugar, tobacoco,
and rice, Inthe South the wheat and corn
crops are much more abundaut than ever ba-
fore. The total value of all the Southern pro-
ducts this yearis estimated at £400,000,000,
of which the negroes will receive about one-
fourth.

The remainder will help to restore the white
people of that seotion to something like their
former comfort. Cap'tul is becoming more
abundant there. Cities like Atlanta are beiong
rayidly rebuilt.. Factories and railroads are
sharing in the returning prosperity, and it is
believed even by those who oppose reconstraes

| tion on the present plan, that within a few

years the crops of the Sonth will be worth
£1, 000,000,000,

In regard to the country generally, it may
be said that we are not runnine io debt so fast
this year as last. Ouar lmports are less, though
the large amounts withdrawn from bonded
warehouses show that our trade is relatively
better than last year. Between the 1st of
January and the 1st ipstant, our exvorts have
been about twenty-five millions of dollars lass
in value than during the sime time in 1806,
and our imports have been, during the same
period, abont thirty millions in gold less. But
while the whola volame of our foreign trade
has decreased since Janunary last, as compared
with 1866, about forty-three millions, there
has been an increase of abont geven millions
in the value of foreign goods thrown upon our
markets. Hence there ia no good reason for
any complaint about trade geneérally being
dull. Itis, on the whole, much better than
at this time last year; and the certain prospect
of more than our usual supply of breadstails
and raw products raised by our own industry,
gives good reason to bope for brisker trade
and better times.

The Constitution of the United Siates,
From the N. Y. Evening Erpreas.

This instrument was done in convention,
aud signed Ly George Washington, President
of that body, on the 17th day of September,
in the year of our Lord 1787. Tuesday was
the 80th anniversary of that great transaction.
That Constitution constituted not & confedera-
tlon of eeveral States, not & league between
Btates, but a’ government for the whole people
of the United States, made by the people, It
reads, “Wa the peopls do ordain and establish
this Constitution for the United BStates of

America.”” It ordained a governmeant of limited
powars: the exercige of the powers granted
through a period of eighty years has made
us what we are—a nation gecond to no other
in the world in power, enterprise, and intelli-
gence, Are not the people of the United States
beund. by every consideration of duty and
patriotism, to cherish this Coustitution, and
defend it against all violations ! Has it been
violated? There can bs mo mors dangerous
violations of the Constitution, than when the
agents of the peopls in any department of the
Giovernment exercise powers not granted to
them—this constitutes usurpation. We en-
deavored to show on Thursday last that the
Congress of the United States—the legislative
department—had been guilty of usurpation,
The argument to prove this averment is very
brief; it has not been answered, aud it shall
be kept before the public until it receives an
answer, Congress has no powars except those

ranted in the Constitution—the powers vested
in that body, says the Constitation, are those
herein granted. It follows, thersfore, that
the exercize by that body of powers not
granted, is usarpation. What is the admitted
state of facts ! The leading member of the
House o! Representatives says:—*‘Sowme of the
menibers of the Senate seemad to doubt their
powers under the Constitution, which they
had just repudiated, and wholly outside of
which all agreed that we were acting, else
our whole work of reconstruction was nsurpa-
tion."" The editor of the New York ZTimes,
in that paper of Tuesday, says:—'‘So much of
the strong effort of the last six years—mili-
tary and civil—bas been done outside of the
leiter of the Constitution, that it is vain labor
o appeal to any absolute constitutional
guide, however earnestly moderate and con-
gervative men may desire to make such an
appeal.” ‘

We are here plainly told that it is in vain
to appesl to any constitutional guide. Indeed !
has it come to thizs ! Have we no Government
with defined powers? May Congress do what
it plenses without any reference to the funda-
mental law ! Can this be sot 'We do not be-
lieve it, and we shall appeal to a coustitu.
tional guide over and over again, until we are
heard, and the public come to the resens of
their own Constitution.  Let us see llow this
doctrine of a repudiated Constitution will
work—whst will be its practical operation
upon the business of the country. [f the Con-
astitution can be repudiated by imposing military
yovernments upon, the people of the Btates
ately in rebellion, its charm will be dispsiled
—1tbe reverence of the people for this funda-
mental law will be lost, and it will be le:s
difficnlt to violate it in other fequirements. For
instance, the Constitution strongly maiotains
the sacredness of coutracts, Now it iz well
kuown, and comes to be sorely feit, that the
Governmint has incurred an enormons public
debt. Good faith, national ionor, require that
thig debt should be paid. The morality whish
pervades every line of the Constitution re-
quires tho same thing. All can see that the

time is not far distant when the payment of |

{his debt will becomse very inconvenient for
the people. Can anybody doubt that a repu-
diating party will arise, when jost euch dema-
goguvs as now rule in Congress will seek to
gweep away all the olligations of jastica and
honor, now embslmed in the Constitution 7 If
it is in vain now that moderate and conside-
rate men appeal to the Constitution, what will
it be then, after the people have been taughi
not only to repudiate, but to despise this iu-
strument? 5 :
